The 25,000 square-foot, 
$11.6 million Space Center 
at Sci-Port finally opened its 
doors to visitors on Nov. 18.

_ sion. Inside the Space Dome, 


there are five navigation sta- 
tions where visitors can con- 
trol what will be.on the 
planetarium screen. One pro- 
gram will be a simulated 
docking of a space shuttle at 
the International Space Sta- 
tion. Visitors will also be 
able to find out what posi- 
tions the stars were in on 
their birth date. 

The LSUS Physics depart- 
ment was contracted by Sci- 
Port to build several different 
objects for the new Red 
Planet exhibit. They built

with cameras on them, an
